Petrified Cascade of Pam bouk K 


The peninsula of Asia Minor is washed on 
three sides by tho Mediterranean and the Black 
seas, and on the east is joined to Persia l>) 
the mountain-range or system of the Tauru-*. 
This country, rich in historical associations, 
interesting also to the Biblical student, aa con­ 
nected with the labors of Hie apostles, aud the 
'■apocalyptic churches, and whose surface may­ 
be almost said to lie literally strewed with the 
ruins of its former magnificence and grandeur. 
is comparatively little known. 
Modern geo­ 
graphers drew considerable of their informa­ 
tion respecting it from Strabo, who died A. I). 
25. 
It formed one of tile lim st divisions of 
the Roman Umpire. 
“The province* of the 
East,’’ says Gibbon, “ present the contrast of 
Roman magnificence with Turkish barbarism. 
Tim ruins of antiquity scattered over unculti­ 
vated fields, and ascribed by ignorance to the 
power of magle, scarcely afford ii shelter to 
the oppressed peasant or wandering Arab. 
Under the reign of tU C x fa b , the proja r Asia 
alone contained five hundred populous cities 
enriched with ail the gift- of nature,arni adorn­ 
ed with all the refinements of art. 
Eleven 
cities of Asia had once disputed the honor of 
dedicating a temple to Tiberius, and their 
reflective merits were examined by the .Sm­ 
ite. 
Four of them w en immediately reject­ 
ed, as unequal to the burthen; aud among 
these I.aodicea, whose splendor is still display 
cd in its ruin-. 
L todicea collected a very 
considerable revenue from Its flock of sheep, 
c?lebrated for the finci;p.-s of their wool; and 
hail received, a little lx*fore the contest, a lega­ 
cy of shove four hundred thousand pounds by 
the testament of a generous citizen, 
lf such 
was the poverty of Laodirea, what must have 
been the wealth of those cities whose claims 
apiieaml preferable, and particularly of Per 
ga in us, of Smyrna, and of Ephe-us, who so 
long disputed with others the titular pri.iiucy 
of Asia." 
About six miles from Laodicea was llicra- 
polis, renowned for its mineral waters. 
Thom 
two ranked among the chief cities of Phrygia. 
Phrygia was the name of a very large central 
province of Asia Minor; and the Phrygians 
boasted of tieing the most ancient people in 
the world. 
The country 
exhibits decided 
marks of having been the seat of violent vol­ 
canic action. 


The whole western jmrt of Asia Minor is full 
of thermal springs. 
The rivers also are load­ 
ed with calcareous sediment, aud like the 
streams of other countries whore limestone 
prevails, are found unfit 
for 
drinking.— 
Tho singular effects produced by the rapid 
deposition of calcareous matter are noticed by 
Dr. Chandler iii his description of the petrified 
cascade at Hierupolls in the valley of the 
Meander. 
The following is tho description 
given by him of tho )>ctrifled cascade: 


“The view before us was so marvelous, that 
the description of it, to bear even a faint re­ 
semblance, ought lo appear romantic. 
The 
vast sio|ie, which at a distance we had taken 
for chalk, wus now Ixdield with wonder, it 
seeming an inimeuse frozen cascade, the sur­ 
face wavy, m of water at once fixed, or iii its 
headlong course suddenly petrified. 
Round 
about uh wert many high, bare, stony ridges; 
and close by our tent one with a wide basis, 
and a slender rill of water, cleur, soft, and 
warm, running in a small channel ut the top.” 
llierapolis is situated on a pleat eau (plat­ 
form, or Uble-land) detached from the chain 
of mountains which separates the valley of the 
Gallus from the chain of tho Meander, and 
which rises to a great height towards the cen­ 
ter of the country. 
A copious spriug flows iu 
tho middle of the plateau, and, directed by 
little canals which still retain their ancient 
use, is lost in the plain, after having traversed 
the town, aud formed the cascades upon the 
side of the root. 
The ca wades are represent­ 
ed with their character of jietrt fact ion or stal­ 
actite. 
The Hume of Patnbouk Kulesl (the 
fortress or c istle of cotton) has been given 
from the white a.-pee I of the cascades. 
Tbs 
ruins of llierapolis coiijiet of un extensive 
necropolis tilled with numerous monument#, 
toe scanty remains of two theaters, and one 
or two other marks of ancient magnificence.

at a higher price than could be obtained ut 
the market town twenty miles distant, this 
good people expecting to be paid for the trans­ 
portation themselves. 
Ho preached occasion­ 
ally iii a neighboring parish, where no church 
was formed, and was there presented with a 
suit of clothes. 
His own people deducted from 
his salary what they supposed tile clothes to 
cost. 
A darling boy of fourteen months was 
suddenly laid low with severe illness, and the 
parents watched the little sufferer day and 
night, feeling unwilling to leave to another the 
precious charge. 
At last nature gave way, 
and they sent word to the wife of their pastor 
that if she could come to them they would take 
some rest. 
She left her sick husband and five 
small children at the call, and for two nights 
sat alone with the child, holding him hour 
after hour in her arms, watching the failing 
breath that she might call the father and moth­ 
er for one last look ere tile little life ran out. 
When she had cloned its eyes and arranged

repay you? 
Is there nothing we can dolor 
your invalid ?n When he heard that no vege­ 
tables could lie obtained nearer than the dis­ 
tant market tow n, aud she w ould be glad if 
he would send a few |>otut<*es to the parsonage 
ba Said: 
“ Well—I don’t know—when we've 
done planting next month, perhaps I can spare 
a few.”— .V. F. Oftsrrrer.

demanded his release, which Ii*- at flr.-t reft! •< d 
to do, saying it was again*! Mr. Hell's orders, 
Gut he eventually consented to release him. 
Tin* boy, who is about IC years old, says that 
lie was formally a slave I (obliging to Bell's 
father-in-law, in Winchester, Yh alula, and 
about two years ago Mr. Bell brought him to 
New York, from which time he has lived as a 
servant in the family, until about four weeks 
ago he ran away; and as lie was pacing the 
store ot 7 o’cl >ck last evening, one of I he clerks 
caught him and took him Into the store, when 
Mr. B ‘ll and his brother Ja nes look him into 
the cellar aud ti a1 his hands behind his back 
with a rojH\ and then tied him to a counter, 
where tie remained until released as nt.uve, 
Mr. IMI came to the station-house at I! p. m., 
aud said that he was detaining the boy in 
order lo send him flack to Virginia, hut denies 
(bat he had anything to do with tying him. 
The tniy was kept at the stattou-house until 
yesterday afternoon, when the altair having 
been satisfactorily explained by Mr. lh Ii, and 
Washington c.pre- dug a desire to enter that 
2» ntleman’s service again, lie was allowed lo 
return to Ins former work. 
Mr. Bell says that, taking an interest in the 
lad, he iiad wished to prevent him from going 
to destruction as a city vagrant, and when he 
found l im wandering the streets took the 
alane described rather patriarchal method of 
saving him. 
Ile w ished to either frighten him 
into good behavior or else (secure him until lie 
could send him to tin* less dangerous rege n 
from which bu came. 
Ile had treated him 
well, and always gave him half a dollar or a 
dollar to spend on Saturday. 
Ile had confined 
him hi the cellar while he went to his lodge, 
little thinking that he was creating a sensa­ 
tion for the city.

Spontaneous Combustion. 
The S'ienfpfe /Vex.* reports that, In March 
last, a Detroit druggist, assisted by two gen­ 
tlemen, resolved to make a number of exjH.*ri- 
oirnlx with regard to spontaneous combustion. 
They first took u piece of cotton cloth, which 
Iud once formed a part of a sheet, und which 
had been used until quito threadbare, and 
smeared it with bolled linseed oil. 
Au old 
chest was placed in tho loft of a store-room 
back of a drug store, a piece of zinc over it, 
another piece under it, aud then the chest 
filled with paper and rags, aud this particular 
piece of cloth placed lu the centre. 
Although 
the room was not a light one, and tho weal li­ 
er cold, in eight days there was such a smell 
of fire about tho trunk, und the chances were 
so good for a conflagration within it, that tho 
contents were emptied. 
An examination 
showed that the fiber of the oilcloth had been 
untwisted and shriveled up, and that the rag 
looked as if it had been laid too Heir a hot 
blaze. 
In April, when the rays of the ann 
were stronger, a pair of painter's overalls, lite­ 
rally covered with paint aud oil, were rolled 
up, a handful of pine shavings placed inside, 
aud these were placed next to the roof-boards 
of the loft. 
The experiment was not a week 
old whe.i, during one w arm afternoon, a smell 
of smoke alarmed a workman in the next 
room, and he found the overalls burning. Dur­ 
ing the hot weather of August, a handful of 
old cotton rags, iii which two matches wire 
placed, but which were not smeared with oil 
or other matter, were chut up hi a tin box, 
and hung up iii the loft, a window allowing 
the afternoon sun to shine directly on the box 
for several hours. 
On the fourth day the Ih>x 
was taketi down to see how Hie experiment 
was progressing, ami the contents were found 
to consist of nothing bot a puff of black cin­ 
ders. 
The old chest was again lilied this time 
with the contents of a rag-bag, some portion 
of them being smeared with benzine. 
The 
trunk wa* placed in an outhouse. 
One day 
the family came home to find a few ashes 
marking the place where the trunk stood, 
while the bricks above and around were badly 
stained with smoke.

The Orange A nd Dutchess Railroad Ferry 
Company. 
Some weeks ago the Newburgh Journal con­ 
tained un account of the improvements pro­ 
jected, by way of carrying out tho objects de­ 
signed in Hie organization of the unsuccessful 
and comparatively short-lived Boston, Hart­ 
ford and Erie Ferry Extension Railroad Com­ 
pany, which were to furnish greater facilities 
of communication between the East, via. 
Dutchess and Columbia and connnecting 
roads, and the West, via. the Erie and its ex­ 
tended connections, the only break in the 
great chain being al Newburgh Bay. 
As is well known the projierty of Hie defunct 
company was purchased, at foreclosure of 
mortgage sale, bv Homer Uumsdell, and im­ 
mediately after the sale the preliminary steps 
were taken for the improvement of the ferriage 
facilities between Newburgh, Hie terminus of 
the Erie, and Hie western terminus of Hic 
Dutchess and Columbia.
